Democratic Leader Richard Gephardt 
summed up for the opponents who fear the 
pact will throw thousands of Americans out 
of work. "Deficient and flawed." ife said of

The accord would take effect on Jan 1 . It 
would create a continental free-trade zone by 
gradually eliminating tariffs over 15 years.

He says he tried to talk about his 
doubts, but she was cvqsive, distant.

This amazing story is what comes of 
keeping* laws on the books tli^r no 
longer relied society’s values. Breach 
of promise laws were written at a time 
when Inarriage was many young wom- 
en’s sole route to economic opportuni- 
ty. In those days a broken engagement 
could be a devastating financial set- 
back. 

• Such laws allowed jilted lovers to 
sue for actual expenses, as well as for 
humiliation and the los s of other mar- 
riage opportunities. But by the Depres- 
sion, they were regarded as legalized 
blackmail, and in 1947‘tht Illinois 
General Assembly limited awards to 
actual damages,. 

Presumably that meant wedding-re- 
lated expenses, such as the cost of the 
dress’ ‘or the deposit on the reception 
hall. But, as so often happens, jurors in 
the Wildey-Springs case used a more 
liberal definition. They gave Wildey 
$93. 000 for pain and suffering, 
S60,00Qjbr lost income from her law 
practice, and S25.000 for psychiatric 
counseling. 

The lessons in this tale are many. 

For state legislators: Cleanse your 
books of anachronistic laws. 

For lonely singles: Sexual chemistry 
isn’t enough r pay attention to gcogra- • 
phy too. You can leave your heart in 
San Francisco, but don’t give it away 
in Illinois. 

Finally, for Dick Springs: Next* time

Jerome mulls Horizon students'

JEROME -..Closing a street, 
putting up stop signs, designating 
onc-waystrccts and hiring crossing 
guards -are possible ways to ensure 
safety for students nt Jerome’s new 
elementary school. 

But the City Council wants to hear 
from the school’s neighbors about 
how best to meet Superintendent Jim 
Cobble's request to consider safety 
issues before the school opens. 

“There will be 750 students at 


Horizon Elementary School after 
-the Christmas break.” Cobble said. 
’’We need to think of the safety of 
the students and motorists in that 
area.” , • 

A sidewalk that was to^be built 
leading to the school will not be 
available, “so our kids will be out 
there in the traffic,” he said. No bids 
were received for construction of the 
sidewalk. 

About 700 students will cross East 
10th Street every day for recreation, 
because playgrounds behind the 
school will not be ready. 


“We’re asking that East 10th 
Street be blocked off, except busses 
and cars dropping off students could 
come into the kindergarten and Hori- 
zon parking lots, tuiji around and exit 
. without going in front of the school,” 
Cobble said. 

“We vowed to involve the com- 
munity,” Mayor Gerald Ostlet; said. 

The council set a town meeting for 
7 p.m. Dec. 7 to hear public com- 
ments and advice. 

The council also heard a proposal 
to annex' the Jerome High School 
into the city limits. 


“All our other schools arc in the 
city.” Mike Gibson, business manag- 
er, said before the meeting. The 
school resource officer, an employee 
of the city police department cannot 
make an arrest as long as the high 
school is located in the county. A 
county sheriff deputy must be called

State attorney: Alternative 
school funding rules improper

TWIN FALLS - The state improperly 
adopted the temporary rules that threaten 
to take as much as 551,000 per year 
from the Magic Valley Alternative High 
School, according to the state attorney 
general’s office. . 

In a letter to Rep. Ron Black, R-Twin 
’ Falls, Chief Deputy Attorney. General 
John J. McMahon said the "Department 
of Education violated state guidelines 
for nupting temporary rules. 

Those changes were made retroactive 
to Sept. T. Had they been in effect for 
the\ 1992-1993 fiscal year, they- would 
have Cut an estimated S5 1,000 from the 
local alternative school’s current budget.

. The ttfree proposed changes to the 
state’s rules governing alternative high 
schools put limits" odrstatc ' ftinding" for 
the schools, which serve dropouts, preg- 
npnt teens and other students who opt 
out of the regular public high schooL 

The rules, stty: . 

• Students who arc enrolled in. more 
than one alternative program, or an alter - 
.native program and a regular high 
school, could only be counted once for 


funding purposes. 

* Some nonacademic programs, such 
ns child-carc classes, would no longer 
qualify for state money. 

* State aid would only, cover the first 
1 8 students. 

Gus Hein, deputy superintendent of 
public instruction, said earlier this 
month that the new rules arc needed to 
prevent school districts from using their 
alternative programs to squeeze extra 
funding from the state. 

But state rules prohibit the adoption of 
temporary rules unless they arc needed 
to protect public safety, to comply with 
federal regulations or provide a benefit. 

Black wrote to the attorney general 
saying the Education Department rules 
do anything but provide a benefit. 

McMahon agreed. 

“ ‘jnrtfic^pInidnoT this office'thatthc 
department’s alternative high school 
rules werc^not adopted in substantial 
compliance "with those" requirements and 
would thus be ‘voidable’ if challenged in 
court,” McMahon wrote. 

He added: “As a“prtctical-manc r.. the 
usefulness of this challenge will lapse^ns 
soon as the permanent rule is adopted.’’ 

Hein was unavailable for comment

Andrus abandons sales tax extension, but leaves door open 


BOISE (AP) — Gov. Cecil An- 
drus Wednesday abandoned his 
crusade to broaden the sales tax' 
base by taxing services because 
of the Idaho economy’s rcvcnuc- 
. producing strength, but he held 
"out the possibility of other rev- 1 
qnue-raisihg initiatives. 

“The basic/gencral fund taxes 
will not be increased in the next 
legislative session," Andrus said. 
"We don't need it. this year." - 

Acknowledging the escalating 
budget demands in education;*- 
health care and prisons, however,. 
Andrus left open the possibility, 
he will seek additional cash from 
taxes other than, those on sales 
and personal an'd corporate in- 
come. 

He wpuld not elaborate, al- 
though he refused to rule out an- 
other attempt to impose a transac- 
tion tax on home sales, and he 
declined to eliminate as increase 
-targets the insurance. premium fax

“I said that to 
give the Legisla- 
ture something 
to speculate 
about,” he said 
after speaking to 
the annual meet- 
ing of the Asso- 
ciated Taxpayers 
of Idaho. 

“They can curse me and won- 
der, and - in January they'll know 
for sure.” 

House Speaker Michael Simp- 
son, R-Blackfool, discounted leg- 
islative approval of a transaction 
tax. 

He also said that an earmarked 
cigarette tax increase he support- 
ed last winter failed to clear the 
tax-writing committee. 

“J don't see how you can have 


the kind of increases in revenue 
we've had this year and justify an 
increase in taxes,” he said. 

Andrus, heading into the final 
legislative session of his four- 
term tenure, also indicated he 
may support extending the 5 per- 
cent sales tax to' some services if 
proposed by others to finance 
new initiatives. > 

“If somebody comes along and 
says, 'We have to do this, we 
have to do that, - * they have" to find 
the money to pay for it,” the gov- 
ernor said. t ■ 

“I could just say that in th'e 
next legislative session, we won’t 
request any general fund tax in- 
creases. We’ll make everybody 
happy," he fold the taxpayers’ or- 
ganization. - 

“That might be the safe thing to 
do, but those who know me know 
(hat’s not what I’m going to do." 

The Republican legislative ma- 
jority flatly rejected the gover- 


nor’s extension of a sales to some 
services last winter, and the win- 
ter before it refused 1o seriously 
consider hi$ real estate transac- 
tion lax to underwrite property 
tax relief. 

But a special panel has recom- 
mended a $44 million extension 
of the sales fax to services to un- 
derwrite long-term financing to 
upgrade public school buildings 
statewide. 

- Some of his fellow Democrats 
maintain the current financial at- 
mosphere — marked by substan- 
tial growth in tax revenues and a 
mounting cash surplus — is' per- 
fect for completely revamping the 
sales tax structure to reflect the 
state’s economic shift away from 
goods production_.to services, 
which nowaccount for well over 
half of all transactions.

Lack of evidence stirs concerns

RUPERT - A Twin Falls doctor said 
in court Wednesday his examination of 
an alleged sexual assault victim was 
inconclusive. _ 

Paul Joseph Pugslcy’s 'defense attor- 
ney, Mark Ingram, said his client' 
, denies allegations that he forced sex on 
. two girls aged 12 and 16. . : 

Ingram questioned a_Twin‘Falls 
pediatrician on the witness stand in the 
Heybum man’s trial on three counts of 
lewd and-lascivious conduct with. a 
minor, and one count of rape. ‘ 

Dr. Barton Adrian testified that he 
examined the younger girl, age 12, on 
Sept. 16 to dptcrminc whether she had 
been raped. The examination was 
- inconclusive, he said. . 


But sometimes there is no physical 
.evidence’ of. rape,. an d_n_ stj u dy_s hows 
that only 61 percent of sexually abused 
girls who had been penetrated showed 
any evidence, Adrian said. 

He said lhc«girl may. be loo young to 
know the difference between penetra- 
tion and other genital contact. Girls 
that age are “confused about their bod- 
ies," he said. The girl toltf Adrian that 
after one encounter with : Pugsicy she 
complained thot it hurt and Pugsicy 
told her “it went only halfway in," 
Adrian said. 

Pugsicy, 34, faces the three lewd and 
lascivious charges in connection with 
the girl's accusations. The prosecution 
won’t need to prove that he had sexual 
intercourse with the girl to gain a con- 
viction. 

The girl had testified Tuesday that 


Pugsicy forced her to have sex with 
him four times on three se parate occa- 
sions this year. 

Ingram said the younger girl, now 
13, “told multiple different stories 
about what has occurred" before she 
came to court. 

“1 think by the time we're through 
(with witness testimony) that you'll 
have at least a reasonable doubt about 
the allegations." Ingram told a 
Minidoka jury Wednesday. - 

Pugsicy dlso faces a charge of raping 
a 16-ycar-old. 

The woman, now 21. told the jury 
Tuesday that one night in May 1989 
Pugsicy appeared naked in her room 
and said. "I want to make lovc tojyou." 
After raping her, he told her he’d kill 


her if she told anyone, she said. 

The woman’s sister and niece lesti- 
“fied' Wednesday ,thatthc-l 6-ycar-old - 
came home from school the day after 
the alleged rape with bruises and 
scratches around her throat and neck.

But R,obert Huntley, .the Boise 
attorney and former Idaho Supreme 
Court justice representing school dis- 
tricts, rejected that suggestion, saying 
mediation needs to come first.

The state Supreme Court last 
March upheld the state formula for 
distributing state aid each year but 
directed 4th District Judge Gerald 
Schroeder to determine whether the 
amount of aid — about half of all 
general tax receipts — is enough to 
permit the districts to provide a thor- 
ough education. 

Schroeder has given the 
Legislature .this ..winter to wo rk o ut a' 
settlement before he schedules 9 trial 
on the support issue. 

Some lawmakers fear that an out- 
of-court settlement would leave 
future Legislature's open to the 
blackmaii of another lawsuit any time 
a school district decides it needs 
more cash.

Mouse may be forever young, but the 
cartoon rodent's birth as an American 
icon occurred 65 years ago this week 
and his native city is celebrating. 

Walt Disney Co. Tuesday kicked off 
its 65th global birthday party of parties 
with dozens of children singing “Happy 
Birthday" to a giant mouse at City Hall 
. os Mayor Richard Riofdan declared 
Thursday “Mickey Mouse Day." . 

The mouse, who went from mis- 
chief-maker to corporate symbol, was 
silent during the ceremony, keeping his 
trademark frozen grin and occasionally 
. offering a thrcc-fingcred wave. 

Riotdan presented the character with 
a proclamation. 

“So Mickey, thank you for your 65 
years. I'd li k e to th ank thc^person who^ 
you helped makc~rantous7 - W'alt'' 
■ Disney," said Riordan, who also 
thanked Disney chief Michael Eisner 
and the Disney family. 

The late Walt Disney conceived the 
character on a train ride from New 
York to Los Angeles.

Securities chief warns Prudential against limiting restitution options

BOISE- -7- ‘Idaho’s securities chief has 
-warned Prudential Securities Inc. against 
any effort to limit the options available (o 
customers' seeking redress for limited part- 
nership investments that went sour. 

Wnync Klein, securities commissioner 
i n the st ate Dcp art mfcnt of Fi nance, headed 
a mult ist ate task force *invcstigating~PKi- 
dentin! Securities. 

The nation’s' fourth-largcst brokerage 


firm has ngfeed to pay at' least $330 mil- 
lion in restitution to settle federal and state 
charges of improperly selling more than 
$7 billion of partnerships in the 1980s. 

Klein said the case involves about T. 000 
. Idnhd investors' who ptit about $10 million 
into limited partnerships. Although Pru- 
dential offered some 800 types of limited 
partnerships, Klein said most of the ques- 
tionable offerings were for -cal cstatc^ oil ' 
and gas deals and aircraft leases. 

Under the agreement, investors can tap 


into a reparation fund, even though the 
three-year time limit for filing legal action 
has lapsed. 

But some claimants have filed lawsuits, 
and Others are-going through arbitration.' 

“They arc tryirtg to force complainants 
into the settlement process that regulators ' 
set up,' and trying to preclude them fronr 
having arbitration hearings or trials that 
Had "been iri_ the planning 'stoges _ fol-' 
months," Klein said.. 

“This violates the letter and certainly the 


spirit of the settlement.” 

“This process was set up to create addi- 
tional remedies for investors, not limit 
them," he said. - 

Company officials said they were trying 
to dcill- fairly with those who have claims 
ngainst Prudential Securities. 

Klein said it isn’t possible to predict 
how much investors can get through the 
reparation fund, and in uny-cvcnt, -nobody 
should be forced to go through the fund if 
they don’t want to.

BOISE (AP) — The Idaho Public 
Utilities Commission won't allow 
US West Communications to add a 
1 percent late charge on past due 
accounts of more than S55.

Commission rejects sports betting 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) — 
The Casino Control Commission on 
Wednesday rejected the gaming 
industry’s last-ditch effort to bring 
sports bcturig'lo'die city’S’ 12 cusl- 
nos. 

Casino representat ives , who con- 
. tcTnd sporis bctting : is needcd to'ke'cp . 
‘ the gaming halls competitive, vowed 
to keep fighting. Nicholas Ribis, 
who heads operations for Donald 
Trump’s three casin&s, said a» law- 
suit appealing the decision will be 
filed today. ^ 

The panel voted 4-1 against sports 
betting, with Frank Dodd the only 
commissioner to back the gaming. 

The decision likely kills the ensi- 
nos’ chances of being able to offer 
sports belting. A federal law passed 
last year outlawed sports betting in 
all but three states, including 
Nevada, but. gave New Jfcrscy a 
chance to approve the gaming by the 
end of 1993 or lose the_option fore v- 

- Commission Chairman Steven 
Perekic said approval of-sports bet- 
ting would have violated the intent 
of state gaming statutes nnd of the 
Legislature, which refused this year 
to put a sports betting referendum on 
the ballot. 

“The current Legislature demon- 
•strated the view that another referen- 
dum is required to approve sports 
betting," Perskie said. Authorizing it 
"would put us in clear conflict with 
thi} Legislature." .

However, there arc other tactics fof- 
succcssfully hunting the Snake River. 
For starters, hunting over decoys has 
led me to believe that sometimes ducks 
coinc to a hidden duck hunter simply . 
... because they want to land in‘<a particu- 
lar spot. The ducks would have landed 
in the same spot even without the de- 
coys to entice them. 

By watching for locations which the 
ducks seem, driven to use, successful 
hunting can be managed by hiding at 
those areas, letting the ducks' natural 
tendencies draw them to the hunter, all 
without the aid of decoys. 

For example, mallards seem to like 
small coves protected by Russian olive 
trees. Also, without the decoys to tend 
■-Ht is very easy to move from onerlocn- 
‘ lion to another as the ducks dictate. 

Wind has much to do with where 
ducks like to land, wanting to be 
against the bunk that provides them 
protection front the wind. 

Windy. days con provide some of the 
best hunting and challenging shooting. 

It is' also nice to be hunting from dry 
land when the wind is building white- 
caps on the river. 

Another technique is to find locations 
of land which reach out into the river. 
Ducks like to fly the river but are more 
than willing to cut corners or cross 
points of. lands at low levels, bringing 
them within range of the land-based 
duck hunter. . L' 


Such locations provide hunting us 
ducks move up and down the river. 
This type of hunting can oflen be ac- 
complished- without the aid of n dog, 
since the birds can be shot over land. 

Location of favored food sources 
along the banks can also attract birds to 
the hunter without the need of decoys. 

Once a promising spot has been lo- 
cated, it is critical to be well hidden, 
since any sign of danger will send the 
birds to any of a hundred different loca- 
tions. The best of all camouflage are 
the natural shadows. 

In the days of pre-dawn hunting, 
ducks would land while we were still 
out in the boat setting decoys, apparent- 
ly unable to sec us. We would often 
stand on tlic bank, until the sun rays re- 
vealed our location, and the ducks 
failed to spot us. 

Using shadows of trees, high banks 
and high/ heavy cover is a very effec- 
tive means of concealing one’s pres- 
ence while still allowing freedom of 
movement to shoot when ready. 

It is helpful to have something bc- 
hind you to hide your silhouette and to 
surround yourself with cover, which 
will break up your profile. Of course, 
cnino or dull dark colors also help yqu 
blend into the surroundings. 

Once well hidden in a spot where 
ducks -want to land or pass over in 
flight,. it is important to. restrict move-, 
ment as ducks approach. Even the 
slightest turn of u head can alert wary 
ducks to an unnatural presence. 

Aguin, good cover and shadows can 
reduce the ability of ducks to pick up 
your position. 

Hunting from the banks is challeng- 
ing and not always productive, , but 'it 
docs offer duck hunting without the 
cost of decoys and boat. _

KETCHUM — Breast cancer is the No. 
I killer of 40-year-old American women. It 
nearly claimed the life of Ketchum clothing 
designer l^aura Evans four years ago.

Since 1 990 when she left a San Francisco 
hospital barely able to walk, the 44-ycar- 
ofd has climbed to (he summits of Mount 
Rainier (14.410 ft.).

Pico de Orizaba (18,700 A.) and Mount 
Kilimanjaro (19,340 A.). Now shc’s’plan- 
ning an expedition to the top of Aconcagua 
(23,085^ A.), thi highest point in. the West- 
ern Hemisphere. • * 

“The whole idea is to give people hope," 
Evans said of the Aconcagua climb. “We 
want to get across the idea that breast can- 
cer is not a death sentence. It can be treated

Evans sturtcd-climbing mountains in 
198? after meeting Lou Whittaker of the 
Whittaker family of mountaineering and 
expedition guides. Her first climb was on 
Mount Rainier, and it ended painfully.

The failed maneuver across a crevasse 
threw her full body weight against her an-- 
jdc and she spent a long, painful night be- 
ing rescued ofT the mountain. She was dis- 
appointed, yet determined to return to 
climbing jqst as a horseback rider climbs 
back on a horse aficr being thrown.

treatment she had just a* 1 5 percent chance 
of surviving five years. 

“Unfortunately, the mammogram had 
showed nothing. The lesson here is if you 
have a lump, get it biopsied. Your chances 
for survival are much greater if you catch it 

early," Evans explained. - 

Choosing to fight the disease rather than 
succumb, Evans opted for intensive treat- 
ments that included adjuvant chemothera- 
py, radiotherapy, acute lymphedema and a 
bone marrow transplant. The chemotherapy 
crippled her with rheumatoid arthritis and 
she nearly died from a bout with pneumo- 
nia.

Judge extends owl deadline 
after public comment period

SEATTLE — So mony public com- 
ments were received that U.S. District 
Judge William Dwyer lias given the Forest 
Service another three montlis to finish its 
plan for protecting the northern spotted 
owl. 

More than 1 00,000 comments were 
made on the draft environmental impact 
statement by the time the public comment 
period ended Oct. 28, the Forest Service 
told-Dwycr. 


The Judge ruled Tuesday that an envi- 
ronmental impact statement needs to be 
finished by Feb. 28,. 1994, instead of later 
this month, and a record of. decision is due 
by March 31. 1994. 


“The agency must consider whether to 
modify its approach, and must respond to 
reasoned criticisms," Dwyer said. "Given 
the magnitude of the task and the volume 
of. comments, enough has been shown to 
justify a three-month extension.” 

Dwyer's decision is the second three- 
month extension in the past year. In July 
1992, Dwyer set a deadline of Aug. 20, 
.1993. In the post lie has criticized the For- 
est Service for a long histoty of dclnyfTin 
protecting the owl.

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Group of agencies releases plan to save North Cascades grizzlies 


SEATTLE, (AP) — The draft plan to save 
grizzly bears in the North Cascades docs not 
recommend importing the bears from other 


The plan unveiled Monday by state and 
federal agencies instead puts off making a 
decision on the controversial proposal to 
import bears from British Columbia or the 
• Rocky Mountains. 

The goal of the plan is to remove the huge 
predators from the endangcrcd-spccics list. 

The draft plan also recommends no nddi- 
tionut restrictions on logging, road building, 
grazing or other uses of public lands, colling 
for more studies. 

It rejected an environmentalist pica to 
expand the area where grizzly recovery ' 
efforts will be focused. The southern bound- 


ary of the proposed “recovery zone” is 
Interstate' 90. Some environmental groups 
wanted it pushed south to the Columbia 
River. , 

Mitch Friedman, executive director of the 
Bellingham-based Greater Ecosystem 
Alliance, said the draft proposal lacks sub- 
stance. * 

“It sounds like it gives a lot of lip service lo 
continued studies," Friedman said. “It looks 
like they're building a budget rather than a 
grizzly bear population.” 

But Dan Nelson of the. Washington Trails 
Association said postponing a decision on 
importing bears makes sense. 

“If they're coming in naturally, that's one 
thing," he said. “But wc shouldn’t be bringing 
them in until wc know more.” 


Hikers were worried that importing bears 
could lead to trail closures in breeding areas. 
Nelson said. 

The bcur's — which can grow to 600 
pounds and sprint up to 35 mph — occasion- 
ally attack and cat humans, i 

Oven some environmentalists, mindful of 
grizzly attacks on hikers in the Rockies, have 
expressed reservations about encouraging 
grizzly rc-population of the North Cascades. 

Scientists say ursus horribilus ("horrible 
bear”) has gotten a bad rap. The draft recov- 
ery plan calls for an intensive education cam- 
paign, acknowledging public opinion will 
influence its success or failure. 

A team of government biologists t spent six 
years trying to trap or photograph a grizzly in 
the North Cascades, without success. The sci- 


entists did compile a list of 22 confirmed 
grizzly "observations" — tracks, droppings, a 
skull, a food cache, even a hiker's videotape. 


They estimated the grizzly population of 
the North Cascades at fewer than 50, perhaps ■ 


as low as 10 to 20. 

The draft plan says a population of between 
200 and 400 bears are needed for the grizzly 
to be considered recovered. 

Little is known about North Cascades griz- 
zlies, such as. population, distribution, range, 
habitat use, diet or what human aclivjtics pose 
threats, the plan said. V 

More research is needed before specific 
recommendations for recovery can be devel- 
oped, il says. 

"If we arbitrarily restrict (activity), we’re 
going to end up defending it in court," said 


Doug Zimmer of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, n spokesman for the recovery team. 

"Wc opted to spend the taxpayers’ money 
on research instead of lawyers. , 

The ploh. written by five state. and federal 
agencies and the British Columbia environ- 
ment ministry, says importing breeding-age; 
female grizzlies to the North Cascades from 
other regions would decrease the risk of 
.extinction. 

But t(ic draft says imports should be sub- 
jected to public review ulong with several) 
other alternatives for increasing grizzly num-; 
bers. 

They include placing grizzly cubs with 
black-bear sows and artificially inscminatjng 
grizzlies in zoos, then releasing the offspring 
in the wild.
